ATissies, Canucks tell gTain growers their sides

BOISE - Times arc tough for grain formers 
'in Cahada'and'Australia - even though U.S.- 
govemment policies have created new oppor- 
tunities for them. 

As the United States has taken land out of 
production and put it in thc Conservation Re- 
serve Program, other nations have boosted 
their grain acres, said Karen Fcglcy of thc 
Wheat Export Training and Education Com- 
mittee during a panel discussion before the 
Idaho Grain Producers Association annual 
meeting in Boise. 

*Thc'l).S. is exporting more acres than 
bushels because of thc amount of land that is 
out of production," Fcglcy said, according to 
a IGPA press release. 

But Canadian farmers apparently aren't 
benefiting from I Hose ’exported ifcrcs. .(They 


arc facing thc lowest prices for grain in -15 
years, "and jf you take thc economy into con-; 
sidcration, probably thclowcst prices in this 
century," said Robert Rochlc, spokesman for 
thc Canadian Wheat Board.- - 

‘■Our farmers learned a long time ago that 
the world is-not a fair playing field," Rochlc 
said. "Wc know thauour government would 
not always be able to pull us out.” 

Australian Wheat Board Vice President 
John Woolfe said his country’s wheat farmers- 
are heavily .dependent on exports. Australia’s 
small population consumes just 15 percent of 
its wheat production. Thc 85 percent exported 
makes Australia one of the top five grain ex- 
porters. Woolfe said. 

Despite the acres "exported" from thc Unit- 
ed States, up to 60 percent of U.S. wheat pro- 
duction is exported, said Vincent Peterson, 
vice president of U.S. Wheat Associates.

He' said gross growers need only about one 
employee for each 1,000 acres, so as few as 
20 jobs in thc Couer d’Alene area could be at- 
tributed to the industry, yet smoke from the ‘ 
fields, which are burned every year, throttens 
northern Idaho’s important tourism industry.

It 
also suggests slaughter probably 
won’t make much of a seasonal de- 
cline this year between November 
and December. Instead, Decem- 
ber’s daily slaughter rates c'duld re- 
main above 370,000 head.". 

In turn, these slaughter levels 
point to a fourth quarter price aver- 
age between S42 and S45 per cwt., 
Mintcrt said. The quarter probably 
has already set its lows, though. 
December prices could range in the 
low $40s.

, ters lowered. This amble, of .7. to. 12. 
miles per hour gives the rider a glid- 
ing, comfortable ride. 

"These horses are cherished in 
Peru,” Hine said. ’They're still con- 
sidered a top priority in the nation. 
They will not ship champions ouL"
